Attar ol Roses. 



IS very 
twenty 



The oil yielded by roses 
little ; hence it is said that 
thousand blossoms are required to 
yield a rupee weight of tlio attar, 
which sells for ten pounds sterling, 
a little fact which may suggest to the 
lady that the "real Oriental attar" 
which she bought in the Stamboul 
Bazaar for ten shillings the ounce was 
not quite what the Moslem merchant 
so loudly swore by the prophet it was. 
In reality, the true attar is almost 
invariable adulterated with sandle- 
wood oil, or diluted with sweet salad 
oil, even in the Indian bazaars close 
to the far famed rose gardens of 
(ihazaiwre. This seems almost j^ar- 
dotiablo when we remember that, dur- 
ing unfavorable seasons, it will take 
a.s many as ono thousand roses to 
yield two grains of the oil. In the 
forenoon the red blossoms are collect- 
ed by hand and distilled into clay 
stills with twice their weight of water 
— the water which comes over being 
sot to cool all night, and throwing up 
the thin film of oil which covers it in 
the inorning like cream on now milk. 
This is the attar, which must bo care- 
fully swept off with a feather, and 
transfered to a small phial. After re- 
peating this operation night after 
night, and inorning after morning, 
nearly the whole of tho oil has been 
extracted, the little which it is im- 
possible to separate so flavoring the 
iiipiid that it is sold as " rose water," 
just as tho minute particles left in the 
course of distilling lavender or pepper- 
mint are known as tho "waters'' of 
their essoncos. 



The Sorrows of (jenins. 



A CnrloiiN mountain. 

Fifteen miles north of Atlanta, 
Georgia, rises Stone Mountain. 
Though frequently visited tho picnic 
parties from that section, i* is not ivs 
generally known as its grandeur me- 
rits. America boast.s of many higher 
mountains, this measuring but eleven 
liunditHl feet, but has few showing 
such remarkable beauties. Tho cir- 
cumferonco of this mountain at the 
base is five miles. For more than 
ono mile it rises abruptly eight hun- 
dred feet, is nearly four" times as high 
as Bunker Hill Mounmont, and nearly 
as straight, then slopes gradually to 
the summit. Of course tho ascent 
from this side is impossible, and on 
every side cxcci)t one is accomplished 
with great difficulty. Tho view from 
tho summit well repays great effort, 
as, in addition to the usual charms 
of a southern landscape, one can readi- 
ly distinguish Lookout and Kenesaw 
Mountains, so interesting from their 
historicial as.sociatioii. 

Stone Mountain is composed of a 
fine, light colored granite. Iiv some 
places, whoro it has boon exposed to 
the action of sun and water, it has be- 
come striped, having the appearance 
of pieces of bright carpeting hanging 
over tho precipice. Scattered over 
the mountain aro boulders, some of 
immense size, and worn by water into 
curious forms. Tho Greeks of old 
would assign its formation to some 
god or goddess, and surround it with 
a fascinating myth. Wo moderns 
would rachor rovorontly ascribe it to 
the ono Ci*eator, wnilo curiously 
studying tho means ho chbso to em- 
ploy. 

No grasses grow on this mountain, 
hut its absence is supplied by a red- 
dish moss found only in high altitudes. 
Ocassionally a stunted cedar a}ipears, 
proRonting a peculiar •ftppeamnce. 
Not only is tho trunk itself twisted 
by tho force of the wind, hut every 
branch shows an unequal conflict with 
unseen forces. At tho foot of the 
mountain azaleas affoi"d a wealth of 
bloom in their season. At least seven 
shades apiiear, varying from white lo 
deep red. A yellow variety also 



Homer was a beggar ; Plautus 
turned a mill : Terence was a slave :

the charming, died in want; tho 
death of Collins was through neglect, 
first causing mental derangement ; 
Milton sold his copyright of " Para- 
dise Lost" for fifteen pounds, at three 
payments, and finished his lifo in 
obscurity ; Dryden lived in ]>overty 
and distress ; Otway died promvturely, 
and through hunger ; I.«e died in the 
street ; Steele lived a lifo of jierfect 
warfivro with bailiffs ; Goldsmith's 
" Vicar of Wakefield" was sold for a 
trifle to save him from the grip of the 
law ; Fielding lies in tho barving 
ground of tho English fticlory at tiib- 
son, without a stone to mark "the spot ; 
Savago died in prison at Bristol, 
where ho was confined for the debt of 
eight pounds ; Butler lived a life of 
penury and died poor; Cliattorton, 
tho child of genius and misfortun 
destroyed himself. 



Oyster Cnltnre In Trees, 

The rapid diminution of tho supply 
of oysters in localities where immense 
banks formerly existed, as in Chesa- 
peake Bay and .along the coast of 
Maine, leads the Charleston Xew.< and 
Courier to suggest the oyster culture 
could prolitaoly be carried on in 
South Carolina, especially in the 
waters near Charleston. It cites the 
success of recent experiments in 
France as an inducement to the 
attempt, and says that there is " no 
industry in the world, perhaps, that 
so well repays the investment of a 
little time and labor properly ap- 
plied." It tells this convincing story of 
successful oyster culture : 

An interesting and successful ex- 
periment in this direction, and which 
can be easily repeated because of its 
cheapness and other manifold ad- 
vantages, has recently been tried in 
Connectictit. The Poquonnoe oysters 
in that state have long had the re- 
putation of being most delicious 
bivalves, but the eupi)ly was limited 
because the lower ))art'of the river 
bottom is covered with mud which is 
fatal lo oyster life. A shrewd Yankee 
discovered that if trees were set thick- 
ly on tho bottom, so that the tops 
wore just below tho surface of the 
water, the oyster young attached 
themselves to Iho branches and thriv- 
ed vigorously, out of reach of the 
mud. Gideon F. Riiymoud, of New 
London, was among tho first oyster 
brush farmers. Ho planted many 
acres of submerged oyster forests, us- 
ing young white birch trees. Attcr a 
year ho found that his plant promised 
to yield an immense croj). The 
trees were laden from the lowest 
branches to tho top-most with fat 
3'oung oysters. He estimated that 
iho largest brush would jn-oduce 
twenty-live bushels each of bivalves in 
another year or two. Mr. Itaymonxl 
is now jilanting bare birch poles in- 
stead of brush, and is setting thorn as 
poles in a ])ea patch. He think the 
oysters will thrive as well on poles as 
on trees, and tho former can bo han- 
dled to better advantage. He exhibit- 
ed poles taken from his beds recentlv, 
which are thickly encrusted with the 
shells of growing oysters, and his suc- 
cess has caused many of his neighbors 
to follow bis examjilo. 

In view of the fact that oysters have 
become necessities rather than luxur- 
ies in the modern cuisine, and that 
tho demand is continuous and increiw- 
ing, it would seem that any etforts to- 
ward efficient cultivation' would be 
abundantly rewarded.

A recent writer, speaking of the 
late John Jacob Astor, thus speaks of 
the mode by which he acciuired his 
great wealtli. It wsis neither furs 
nor teas that gave him twenty mil- 
lion dollars. When he arrived in 
New York it contained only twenty- 
five thousand inhabitants, "in 1800, 
when he begun to have money to in- 
vest, tho city had begun to double the 
population, and had advanced about 
a mile up the island. Astor foresaw 
the future growth, ami bought all 
tho lands and lots just beyond the 
verge of t,ho city that ho could get, 
Ono littlo anecdote will show "tho 
wisdom of this proceeding. Ho sold 
a lot in tho vicinity of Wall street, in 
1810, for $8,000 which wtis supposed 
to be somewhat under its value.

"Why, Mr. Astor," said ho, this lot 
will bo worth 613,000."

Bv 
tho time your lot is worth Jsi2,00b 
my eighty lots will be worth *80,000 

Which proved to bo the fact. In 
the course of time the island was dot- 
tod all over with Astor lands to such 
an extent that tho whole income from 
his estivto for fifty years could be in- 
vested in new houses without buying 
any more lands.

Prof. Harry White deserves 
much praifto for his able and energetic 
efforts to establish an educational 
inntitntion for deaf mates in the land 
of the "latter day Haints.'' Hesidos 
his labors in connection with the deaf- 
mute school, he has earned the respect 
and esteem of the leading people in 
Salt Lake City by a series of well 
written articles contributed to the 
newspapers and to a prominent period- 
ical of that city. If the Utah legis- 
latftrs are in doubt as to whether or 
not it pays to educate deaf mutes, it 
is only necessary to be convinced 
that it does by asking themselves if it 
paid to educate Mr. Harry White. 
By the way, more than one of onr deaf- 
mute institutions was founded by 
a deaf-mnte. The Kansas Institution 
'^ I ring into existence through the 
< Iforts of a semi mute ; the Indiana 
Institution was established by a semi- 
mute ; the Central New York Institn- 
tion was founded by a semi -mute, and 
a deaf-mute has recently started the 
Northern New York Institution, which 
is said to be in a flonn'sliing condi- 
tion ; the Florida Institntion is also 
the outcome of deaf mute endeavor ; 
the Cincinnati Day School, the St. 
Lonis Day School, the Chicago Day 
Schools, the Scranton Day School, 
all were estaVjlished by deaf-mutes. 
The InstitatioDH above mentioned, 
with one exception, are now presid- 
ed over by persons who hear and 
speak; but the day school.^, also with 
one exception, continue to be manag- 
ed by deaf mutes. There may be 
other Institntions that were started 
by deaf mutes. Wo believe Laurent 
Clerc founded the Institution at 
Philadelphia, — at any rate, he waa 
the first Principal of that great institu- 
tion.

13ut his interest 
in the work here was so great that his 
friends easily prevaile<l upon him to 
d<;cline them all. Upon the retire 
ment of Mr. Joshua Foster from the 
head of the institution, Mr. Crouter 
was a)>poinlod to tho I'rincipalship. 
Upon assuming the duties of the posi- 
tion, he at once instituted great 
changes in its educational and domestic 
economy. These have all resulted in 
the greater efficiency and usefulness of 
Institution. That his own institutifjn 
might have the benefits of the experi 
encMJ of similar ones in the eflucation 
of deaf-mutes, Mr. Crouter recently 
made a lengthy trip, during which he 
visited tho leading institti'^ions east 
and west, and inspected their opera- 
tions. Since his return, tho National 
Deaf Mute College, of Washington, 
D. C, has C/onferred upon him the 
Degree of Master of Arts. This honor 
Prof. Crouter richly deserves, and the 
College in conferring tho degree has 
giv«n another proof of the high (istima- 
tion in which he is held among those 
interested in tlio instruction of deaf 
mutes.

Clinrch Mission to Deaf Mutes," New 
York, and the latter part by Rev. .Job. 
Turner, a former instructor in onr In- 
Htilution, who is u iniHsionary among 
his deaf mute brethren in the Soulli(^rn 
UioceHOK. In his ad<lresH to lli(! con- 
gregation, Rov, Dr. Gallaudot explain- 
ed and illustrated the Ianguag<! of 
motion, showing that in its effect up- 
on tli(! inner life of tho deaf, reaching 
it through sight, it corresponded to 
tho language of sound to those who 
have their h(!aring. In tho sign lan- 
guagt! a motion, instead of a word 
cpitlled by th(! manual alphabet, re- 
pi oneiits the idea. As the spoken 
word love represents tho idea in its 
riclincHH and fullness to those who 
iioar, BO the sign made by pressing the 
heart with tho right hand, expresses it 
to the deaf. Willi this understanding 
of the matter, the congregation readily 
perceived tho force of the signs whicli 
were used in r<^ndering the Lord's 
Prayer, tii(^ Apostle's Creed and several 
hymns. When W(! think that, deaf- 
yiutes live in a world of silence, gel 
ting noplonsure from the sound of the 
human voice, we should lit! grateful 
ijial tho graphic iiistninjont of convfiy 
ing iinpri'ssions from one mind to an 
other should havo been gaadually 
formed from its beginnings, about 140

It is thus soeii that the 
odnciled deaf mutes of our country 
hiive two languages — ono of motion, 
their vermicular, so to speak ; and on 
iho other, the English languiigo ac 
(piired by vaiiona process(!h. It is very 
iiatural, ihereforo, that deaf-mutes, 
after leaving bcliool, hhould especially 
utijoy sign services, now so generally 
provided for them in our larger cities 
by eight clergymen of iho Epipcopal 
Oiiurcii, thr(,'e of whom are deaf mules 
tliemsolves. 

Aflor giving some ideas of the 
education of doufniutes in tho GO or 
00 Insliinlions of the Uu'itod States, —

and batiners draped in black. His

CIXCIMWATI. 



Wlien Wiimlia, tlio king of the OotliM in H|vain 
in the sevi!iitli ceiiliiry. heard of the Invasion of 
Africa hy tlio Anilis, Ik^ iirepiired a largo Ueet lo 
liroveiit them from entering hi.^ (umiitry. TlicHO 
fierce trihos,— called, in Hpain, hy the name of 
HaracenH and Moors, —had overrun nearly the 
whole of Northern Africa. An army of the 
Saracens, crowding one hiindicd aiul seventy 
liarc{nes, crossed the Hlrails of (iihraUar, and al- 
temptod to land in Spain. The Heel of Wainha 
met and drove tluMii hack to Africa with great 
slanghter. Itnl after Ihls, in the year 711, the 
HaraccMiH landed at tlio fool of the rock of (lib- 
rallar. They hegan hy binning their sharps, and 
were snceossfnl in advancing northward. Their 
viclory was complete. Then the nvonar(!liv of 
the Ootlis elided. The Moor.s crossed the I'yre- 
iices. lint tlioy were all driven back into Hnain, 
by tlie bravo Frantis and (Icrmans. The Hloors 
ontablished their capital at t.'ordova, and had 
possession of Malaga, Toledo, Seville, and some 
other cities. Tho Christians who (led to the 
Northern province of Aslniias, increased in nnin- 
bers and slrengtli, hut woi'e ixmiiMilled to pay 
tribnie to the Moorish king. In the middle of 
(he eighth century, the Mooiish inonaichy was 
llrmly established in H|)ain, nnder AbdcMaman. 
lie devoted himself to promoting the welfare of 
the country, and especially to tlie beaulil'yiiig of 
his capital of Cordova ; and many MohaMiinedaiis 
mad(! animal pilgrimages to Cordova, as the 
oriental Moslems did to Mecca. lie built a 
magnilicent moH<pie, tlie rennains of which, 
more tliati six. hundred feet long and two hun- 
dred foot wide, and snp|>ort<'d hy tlirec biiiidred 
(Columns of alabaster, jiiaper, and marble, still 
(ixeitu the adminuion of visitors. Tho building 
had twenty-four doors of bronze, covered with 
golden sculplnre. Tho mo'qiie was lighted, 
every night hy live thousand lampH. The cere- 
monies of the Mohiuinnedan religion wore oulc- 
lirated at Cordova with the utmost pomp and 
magnilioenco. 

Tiio conllict was afterwards renewed betwoon 
tho Moors, and the Christians; and the whole of 
Spain rose a-gainst Ibo Moors. Ihit the new 
Moorish king, Ahdca'anian II., checked the rebel- 
lion, lie improved the prosperity of his king- 
dom by oiuumraging all the aris of elegance, antl 
of industry. He fuinisluid tho poor wilh em- 
ploymont, embellished his ca])i(al with edilloi^s of 
great areliilectnral beauty, ]iaved the streets, 
constructed baths and ai]iieduct.^, and encourag- 
ed Uiarning in all ils branches by inviting to his 
court men of distingnislied iutelluotual attaiii- 
iiieiits from alt lands. * ' 

Aflerwards, the (Jhrlsflans, gaining ttep by 
ste]>, wreslod from t.lie Motirs, licon, Old 
(Castile, Ijslremadnra, Madrid, and a portion of 
I.nsitania. The Moorish kingdom was weaken- 
ed hy civil war among themKolves. Tho I\ltiorish 
kingdom was increasing in wealth ; but at tho 
same limn the Christian kingdom was increasing 
in wealth, ]>opulation, and power. Tho Moorisli 
kingdom was linally broken into fragments. 
Then tlic t'liristians took possession of two- 
thirds of tho Peninsula, with their ancient 
capital, Toledo. The Moors had lield the city 
three liuiidrod and seventy-live years. The 
Moorish kings of Kadajoz, of Saragossa, and of 
several other cities, were compelled to pay tri- 
bute to the Christians. The whole of Northern 
Spain was forever freed from the dominion of 
the Moors. Hut they still held the plains of 
Oraimda. They there resisted for two hundred 
and lifty years all the elTorts of the Christians to 
drive them out. 

When Ferdinand married Isabella, ho and liis 
wife commenced vigorously the ontcrpriso of 
conciuering Oraimda, and expelling the Moors. 
At last, tlie Moorish dominion in Spain was end- 
ed for ever by the fall of (Iranada. 

The most 'interesllng jieriods of the Saracen 
dominion are ttiathetwoen the years 755 and lO.'U), 
and that of the kiiig<lom of (Iranada, extending 
from the middle of the year KtdO to the close of 
thti year 15(10, The intervening iieriod shows 
tlio want of Heltled gov<Miunenl. In the (list 
period, the Arabs obtained great opulence, and 
power; and their general itlimiinatiun hIiowh a 
striking oiintrast willi the deep barbarism of thi^ 
rest of I'lirope. Yet their character reta.ined 
most of its Asiatio peculiarities. Ihit when llii^ir 
territoricH became reduced within the limits of 
(Iranada, the Moors had Hiibmitted to tho superi- 
or induences of their (Christian iK^ighbors. 

The citv of iiarati that was built by Ahderamau 
III near ('ordova, in tho tenth ciMilury, was most 
boantiful. In it, the r"of of the fairv-like palace 
was supixirtod by four thousand iiillars of marble. 
The IKier and walls wore of the same material, 
highly polished. The ceiling glittered with goUl 
and hnrnished steel incruHted with the niost 
precious gems. These apartments were ilhunined 
by tlio light llaHhing from mirrorH, gems, and 
foitiitains. 

The di'lightful situation of tho cityof Cordova, 
in the midst of a ciiMivated plain washed liy the 
waters of tho (luadalipiivir, made it tlie favorite 
residence of tho Arabs. 'I'iie public siiuares and 
iirivate court yards sparkled with fountaiiis, fed 
liy Hireains from the Sierra Morena. lli-sides 
snpplyiuH "i"" hundred public baths, the water 
was conducted into the interior of llie dwellings. 

The lieaulifnl city of (Iranada, containiiij; four 
hundred thcmsaud inbabidintH, and sixty thou 
sand liousea, covered two lofty hills, and a deep 
valley between. Tho streets were narrow, asiii 
all Moorish and Araliic cities, hut there was a 
delighlfnl apjiearaiicu of mingled grove and (Mfy. 
Olio of tho hills was surmoniiied by the Mca/aba, 
a htroug fortress, eominandiiig all that part of tlie 
city ; the other by Alliamhra, a royal ])alace, and 
warrior castio, capatilo of conlaining within its 
walls a garrison of forty tliousand incu. The 
city was surrounded by high walls, three leagues 
in'ciicnit, furnislieil wilh twelve Kates and a 
llionsaiid and thirty lowers. 

The Moors did not neglect to dovolop their in- 
ternal resources, audio carry on trade with other 
nations. They had dealings wilh all the (;real 
races from F.ngland to India. The preparation 
of silk is said to have employed six hnnilred vil- 
lages ; and it was from thence llie iiianiifainnre of 
aiilc was llrst iiitiodiiood into Italy and other parts 
of I'urope. 

The AloorM cxoollod iu Mtcralme and Hcience. 
AverrooH, the philosopher, was known all over 
Europe. It was throngli (lie Arabic versions of 
Aristotle, obtainiid from the Moors, that I'lurope 
liecaine aciinainted with him. 

In jihysical science, the Moors manifesti'd 
eipial zeal. Tliey cultivated astronomy, geom 
etry, the variiuis branches of matliemalics, 
chemistry, physiology, and geography. Obser 
vatoricH were iiuilt ; and their catalogues of tlie 
llxed stars ore of use in our own times. Our 
knowledge of the ancient geography of many 
countries is owing t(.> works compiled by Moslem 
geographers, 'i'ho uivuio of Algebra is Arabic 
Kurope received the use of the Arabic nnmeriils 
frmii the Moors Tho establlHliment of a medi- 
cal school in Italy was owing to thiir inlhieiice. 
This caused others to spring Uj) all over thiiope 
It is sail! that seventy public libraries were 
established iu the Moorish kingdom, and tlie 
royal collection at Cordova amounted to six 
Inindied thonHand •volumes. Fifty colleges and 
eighty fre(^ schools were supported iu the king- 
dom of (Iranada.

The mute broke his promise and went 
b.ack to work the next morning, while 
the girl " know better," and was ex- 
ceedingly saucy. The labor organiza- 
tion is furious, and threatens to " shut 
out" all mutes not members of the 
K. of L. from Ihe shoe factories in 
this city and Now York.

He looks 
halo and hearty, showing that the cli- 
mate agreed with him. He. reports 
business out there as excellent, but 
says life in the Gotham is preferable.

BL11)1N(} DOWN A WIRE. 

Shortly bef(>re nine o'clock this 
morning, a man was seen to crawl 
carefully from tho skylight over the 
hiirness room of the State Prison, 
seize the telegraph wire lliat is 
strelched Across, and slide swiftly 
toward the pole that is outside the 
prison walls. One of the gu.ards saw 
the escape, and although he was near- 
ly six huiidrod feet from the fugitive, 
he whi))ped out his revolver and fired. 
The shot took effect, toi- the prisoner 
dropped into the yard, and was quick- 
ly secured. It was Henry G. Ed- 
wards, who was serving a seven 
years' senienco for burglary in Law- 
rence. Ho entered the prison last 
October. He was working in tho har- 
ness shop, and had evidently beeu plan 
uing to escape for some time. He 
noticed that the telegraph wire would 
take him to freedom unless the gu.ards 
discovered him. and although the 
chance was a desperate one, he deter- 
mined to take it. In order to save his 
hand ho had ingeniously contrived a set 
of pulleys. The wheels were of leather,

more profound attention will liiive to 
be given in the future to this institu- 
tion for the education of those thus 
afilictcd, as the school is even now in- 
crensing to such proportions that 
during the next academic year more 
commodious quarters will be required 
in wliicli to accommodate its .students. 
'I'he last census for Utah Tciritory 
shows that about 

118 OF THIS CLA.SS 

of people reside within its limits, and 
as the school and its object becomes 
better known among the people there 
will 1k! u greater attendance, and the 
question will soon be asked : 

" What shall wc do with our deaf 
and dumb to make them self-sustain- 
ing and useful citizens ?'" If something 
is not done to alleviate their degradea 
condition they will continue to in- 
crease until they become a burden 
upon the community in which they re- 
side, and society in general will then 
be awakened to the p<!rplexing situa- 
tion of caring for and being compelled 
to support them in their ignorant and 
almost uselcHS state. On the other 
hand, if a way were to be provided in 
the start, such a condition of tilings 
could be prevented. 15y educating 
them not only to learn to read and 
write, but to ailapt themselves to some 
uaaful pursuit — making them self-sus- 
taining, and bringing them up to a 
higher and better standard of intelli- 
gence, they will be able to shift for 
themselves and may become 

USEFUL ME.HIJE11.S OF 80CIETY. 

In whatever way wo may view this 
question the fact presents itself to us 
that wc cannot slirink from the respon- 
sibility of doing what we can to elevate 
them from the slough of despond in 
which they in thoir uneducated state 
arc to be found. 

To accomplish this object the I>egia- 
lafnre at its last session appropriated 
a small sum — about ^4,000 for two 
yeais — whicii, it is presumed, was 
merely as an exjieriment, to see what 
could be done towards bettering their 
condition. Thus a foundation was 
laid wliicli will no doubt become of in- 
calculable benefit to those jioor unfor- 
tunates, and a door has thus been 
ofKjned for their training in the 
various departmonis of industry and 
learning, tliat they may be aide to 
help themselves. 

We now have 

A SCHOOL FOR DEAF-MUTES, 

which is a part of the University, 
under the charge of J'rof. White, who 
has gra<lua*"'^ ■•' ''^('"/e and comes 

. fi-cMii one r<! ' itutions of its 

kind in the i ihkh .-tiaies, lie is an 
intelligent teacher of this peculiar 
cla?!S, and is proficient in all the vari- 
ous departments of their instruction. 
Jle is^horouglily efficient and capable, 
and is able to bring order out of chaos 
— which may be described as the state 
of the deaf-mute. He is not only well 
versed in the primary departments of 
instruction, but is very well advanced 
in all the higher branches of learning; 
in fact, he has attained to the highest 
standard whicli educated deaf-mutes 
have yet reached in college. It will 
thus he seen (hat he is Cf>mpetent to 
take in hand the training of this class 
of persons, and make them intelligent 
and respectable citizens. It is no 
easy matter to do this, as anyone 
acquainted with uneducated deaf- 
mutes can testify. 

Deaf-Mut(f8 as a cL'iss, when, left to 
grow up in ignorance, are very intracta- 
ble, and rarely of much use in that 
state. They arc capable, however, of 
being made intelligent beings, with 
care and training. But to do this re- 
quires more than ordinary care and a 
large amount of patience and long-suf- 
fering on the part of the tcswjhcr. 

And if they are not in some way put 
under restraint, what then will become 
of them ? Will they not fill our pris- 
'■■ IiouHcs of correction. For a«- 
. their natures and selfish in- 
stincts will lead them to commit vari- 
ous crimes, for the simple reason that 
they do not know better, and have 
hardly a conception of right and 
wrong. There are, of course, excep- 
tions, but they are favi and far be- 
tween. 

Are wc not then, in a measure, re- 
sponsible for them not only to society 
but to fJod ? 

So impfirtant has this question be- 
come that the various States in the 
Union have taken it up, and the re- 
sult has been that they have found 
it much wiser and cheaper to 
found an institution in which thcv 

could be improved physically, mental- 
ly and morally, nntjl now there are few 
if ^ ' have not their 

rnn- /h, erected by the 

i iit>erality of its cn- 

.,., . ^ iis, in many cases, but 

mostly by the States themselves. 

They recognize the growing needs of 

their deaf-rnutes, and have carefully 

provided for their wants. 

This 'J'erritory is not lacking in en- 

terjirise, as proof of which we 

have only to look at the public 

ASYLUM AT PltOVO, 

recently erected for the benefit of the 
a very grand and beautiful 
. and one which the nublic 
.'led. The people <io not 
nrnoTint fhns expended 
, nor would 
verc expend- 
ed from the public funds to provide 
an institution for our deaf, dumb and 
blind ? Does not the same public neces- 



sity exist for providing for the latter 
class as for the former? One is just as 
much a public burden as the otiier ; 
and while in the case of tlio insane 
the Territory derives no material 
benefit, in the latter cise, if the same 
care^was taken of our deaf, dumb and 
blind, the Territory would, in a few 
years, be gre.'itly benofittcd, beciuisc 
they would be made u.seful by educa- 
tion, and would in a rncasurc beai> 
their share of the ])ublic cxjionses, 
etc. 

Any one observing the growth of 
the deaf-mute department of the Uni- 
versity of Deserct from its incoption, 
cannot liut be astonished at the 
wonderful and rapid progress the pu- 
pils have made who have attended the 
past year. At its commencement, its 
outlook wiis rather gloomy on account 
of the sacrcity of attendance, but it 
has gradually gained ground, until 
now their is actual 

XEKD OF ASSISTANT TEACIIEKS, 

which speaks well for Prof. While's 
method of training. Contrasting the 
condition of the class to-day with 
their condition at thecommenccmcnt, 
the progiess made is very apparent. 

A few unfortunate persons who had 
hardly an idea of what it was to 8i)eak 
in any other language than by signs — 
and that too in a way that could hard- 
ly be understood by an ordinary intel- 
ligent individual — whose only mode 
of expres.'fing their wants was iiy 
grotesque contortions of the hands 
and body and ridiculous expressions 
of the face, were sent to the institu- 
tion to see if their condition could not 
be bettered. They knew litcrarally 
nothing. After having attended school 
fer eight or nine months, 

BEHOLD THE CHANOE 

which had been wrought in them and 
their ways. They now all have quite 
a large vocabulary of words at their 
command, they can read and write 
long sentences and intelligently ex- 
press themselves in writing. Thoy 
can ask and answer many common 
questions, and, in fact, the visitors 
will note with wonder and astonish- 
ment the mental, intelligent and 
moral improvement made in them. 

THEIR PK00RE8S 

has been gradual and distinct from 
the first, aiid from a naturally excit- 
able as well as h:i]f-civilizcd Ktatc they 
have been reduced to quilt! an orderly 
and polite appearance. This condi- 
tion of the pupils has not been rciich- 
ed without a great deal of untiring 
patience exhibited by the teacher. 

It is not like the ortlinary classes 
taught in all schools, but it needs firm 
ncs.f, tact and underslandiiig of thoir 
peculiar disposition to reach the result 
and the exercise of a moral restraint 
over their vicious natures. 
' It litis been demonstrated that several 
of the pupils attending tliis school 
could be

orally if facilities were furnishctl Ihem 
in that respect. Their capacity for 
acquiriling language is limited, and 
can only be cultivated by one who has 
graduated in this bratich of teaching. 
There arc many disadvantages un- 
der which this institutitm is laboring. 
The appropriation is insiiflicicnt to 
meet its demands. It needs a build 
ing where the pujiils can be accorn 
modated with board and lodging — 
a building that would. meet its present 
needs, and to which, as its demands in 
creased, wings could be added. Sucl 
a structure would greatly benefit the 
students of this clasi?. The )>aieiils 
and guardians of mf>st of these are 
poor and can scarcely spare the means 
to keep them at school, antl in mtiny 
cases they do not patronize the school 
as they should. With an 

INSTITUTE BULDINfi 

many facilities could be furnished 
them, and they would thus learn 
much faster by association with their 
own class — not that wo should make 
class distinctions — and when also 
various trades, such as printing, book- 
binding, carpentry, and woodwork, 
and even the arts can be taught them, 
to fit them for the various vtications 
which will render them independent. 

Some of the best and oldest institu- 
tions for deaf, dumb and blind in the 
United States commenced tlitir exis- 
tence under less favorable conditions 
than the one in this Territruy, and to- 
day their homes of refuge and instruc- 
tion for these beings arc gitind and 
imposing. 

Cannot Utah imitate them in their 
noble work of alleviating their condi- 
tion ? It will yet become a iiecr;sKity 
for the Territory to take hold of this 
matter or some of our enterprising and 
public-spirited men will have to do 
something, and when it is shown that 
the necessity exists, there should be 
no niggardliness shown, hut whatever 
is done, let it be dtme with credit to 
the Territory or to snch individuals, 
that it may be a grand monument of 
the liberality of the pef.>ple. 

After all this labor of having estab- 
lished a foothold for the school, let the 
enterprise not hig for want of means 
to carry it to its consummation, for 
the Legislature does not meet for 
nearly a year, and in the meantime it 
flhoultl be sustained and fostered and 
kept in existence. 

It is to be hoped the Legislature 

will Im) liberal and generous in dealing 

with this question, which is getting 

to be one of importance to the public.
